FniDAY, March 18. 
Mr numpbrojs moved • That the Council 
recoinmeud that »iinaltnneou«ly with ud- 
misHioii iato tba D.imiiiion RepreeentatiTe 
lD8UiulioD8 nnd ResponBiblo QovernmoDt be 
inuuguriitod io the colony. 

The boo mover said tbe Rritiib populaiiou 
of tbia 'ooDotry bad been for years (igbting 
for responsible govprnment. They bad 
signed pctitioDa and in every oonst tutional 
wiiy tried to oblaiii thii just and iiotoral 
right. As a student of liisioiy ha had be- 
gun to realise ooa great (net — IheKi ia no 
hope of uny groai politlcul i-nprovoinjiit in 
times of traoquililj wilboot respoei-ible Rov- 
ernaeot. de held that' the qusdiioo of tbe 
form of eoveroraent which w« are to possess 
whan in the uiiiim should now be scnlad in 
tiiii house. Tlio tiiiiL' of iri.?ii.bi rs should lie 
occupi-d in legiala' i";;, to (Uvislup the induf- 
tries of the couulry. It i-* said by soma 
thut tho people o( the oil my are not iti 
favor ol it. But he would suj tJ boa gen 
tiemen io tbie Hodbo, if tbere is no respon- 
Bible government tbere wi 1 be no Coofedc- 
ra ion. No Conlederilinn, no pensions 1 Ho 
believed il thio waa no', granlcd ttioau io 
power would lose what power they had at 
proient. A migbiier Balion would have tbe 
caro of ue. TboBQ nko oppose this measure 
Ttill make a great mistake, and t»b«n wo 
lose CoofedaiBtioD.we loie.tbit coJooy.

He compared tno 
fiuaiicial managament of a Rovernmeni wiiti 
that of a mercantils firm ond aubinilted the 
question, it any ono oouid biliove that iho 
bu^iocss of a firm could be oooduoted as tvcll 
under the maaigornq^ttt of hired plerks who 
were pormittad to fix their ()W0 salaries and 
lioiit their hoars of sorv ce, as it could by 
tho menibers of tbo firm Iheraselvas 7 How 
long ho would ask, would sueti a firm remain 
solvent? lie again assured tbe House that 
the people of this oolooy wore eiceedinRly 
desirous for respons bla governrnent and 
also in earnesl. As an evidence of this be 
produced a petition very largely signed by 
bis constituents asking Her Majasty the 
Qoeen to grant to this colony, witb or with- 
oat union, rosponiiblegoveroineoi. 

Mr Kobs'iu— Profsuodiy impressed, aa I 
am, with the gravity of the 'Bubjeot we are 
now Railed .upon to nonsidar, any remarks J 
Hiiy bs enabled to oCfar will proceed rather 
from a eense of duty to my consiituenlB and 
to my country ihao Irom any hopo of chaog- 
ing the views or influencing tho votes of 
any honorable members. VVLat ii respon- 
sible Qovernment L have bsen l«d to be- 
lirve that cbnsidersblei confusion of ideas 
exists opoD this point ; and I wjs the more 
impressed vvitb this upon liMtetnng to iho re 
maiUsof the boo inotuber for Cariboo, a lev?

Cabinet of a huiidtod. It is b prineiple 
which mav ho fucce?fllully worked out in n 
Cabinet oUhrte. VVIlhoul it no govemtDeni 
can, in tbo irne seme, be called a Peopla'd 
Government. All true governmeniB derive 
their power from the people. All true gov- 
croiiiL-ii^s must he re«p: n-'ibl_a to tho ptople.
